Also, in aany of his now-faaous speeches, he eap hasized 
that there was coaplete freedoa of the press in Cuba, and there 
would be as long as he was priae ainister. Freedoa of the press 
in Cuba coapletely deteriorated by aid-1960, and all of the 
newspapers were nationalized by the governaent. Policy as to 
what could be printed was dictated by the governaent. 


FIDEL CASTRO also had eaphasized that there would be 
coaplete religious freedoa and the church would never becoae

the subject of any persecution by the CASTRO regiae. However, 
it is now a well-known fact that priests and nuns, as well as 
nany protestant ainisters and leaders, had to flee Cuba 
for their lives and were unable to hold religious services 
which in any way were critical of Coaaunisa or of the 
Coaaunist state. 

It was also denied enphatically on nany occasions 
by FIDEL CASTRO that his regine had even reaote connections 
with CoBBunisa or Coaaunist countries. He, of course, finally 
reversed hinself, and after it was apparent to everyone 
that the CASTRO Governaent was Coanunist-doninated, he 
declared in one of his now-fanous speeches that he not only 
was a Coaaunist, but had been one and would be one to the 
day that he died.

On August 25, 1964, a confidential source, who has 
furnished reliable information in the pash and who recently 
left Cuba, supplied the following comments; 


He is of the opinion that there has been a 
considerable decrease in the number of Russian personnel in 
Cuba. He based this opinion on the following set of 
rtances, 


>us passed by a hotel called the Rositn. do Hornedo located 
at the corner of First Avenue and Zero Street in Miramar. 

This apartment -type hotel has been used almost exclusively 
by the Cuban Government for the housing of Russian personnel. 
Approximately a year ago at least twenty RuBsiaus boarded the 
bus on a daily basis when it stopped at the Rosita de 
Hornedo. In the recent past seldom more than two Russians 
boarded the bus on which the source was riding. 


The source mentioned an incident which occurred six 
or eight months ago in Cuba in which there was a terrific 
explosion in a Russian installation located about ten 
kilometers south of the town of Pinar del Rio in the province 
of the same name. He described this Installation as one In 
which Cubans were not permitted to enter. Subsequent to the 
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explosion, according to information received by the source, a 
number of very long boxes were removed from the installation 
on large trucks driven by Russians dressed in tattered 
clothing. The source was unable to ascertain the final 
destination of these trucks and boxes, but stated they were 
taken to the vicinity of the town of Guane, Province of Pinar 
del Rio, in which area a number of large caves are located. 

On August 26, 1964, a second confidential sourco, 
with whom sufficient contact has not been had to establish 
reliability, supplied the following information:

Cuban and Russian Installations 



Sometime around July or August, 1962, a number of 
large boxes, approximately sixty feet in length, wero unloaded 
at the port of Nicaro, Oriente, and transported at night to a 
place called Micara, Oriente. The source said this is located 
in a zone called Las Calabazas and is more or less at the 
exact center of a triangle formed by the towns of Mayari, 

Alto Songo, and Guantanamo, all Oriente Province. According 
to the source, a number of large tunnels have been constructed 
in this area and are manned by Russian personnel. The source 
had been unable to ascertain that any of the large boxes had 
ever been removed from this area. 

At a point called Las Mercedes, located near the 
town of Manzanillo, Oriente, and reached by a road which goes 
through the town of Yara, are a number of tunnels, construction 
of which was started even before FIDEL CASTRO came into power 
on January 1, 1959. About July, 1962, some large convoys, 
again carrying large boxes, were observed entering this area. 
Following the Cuban crisis in October, 1962, some smaller 
boxes were removed from this area, but to the best of the 
source's knowledge the large boxes have not been removed. 

At a point called Los Negros, located about eighteen 
kilometers south of the town Baire, Oriente, are a number of 
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natural caves. Immediately following the revolution, the 
CASTRO government started enlarging these caves, and they 
are now used as storage warehouses for food and armament . 

Small rockets are stored there, but source knew of no large 
boxes, such as those previously described, having been placed 
in this area. 

At San Vicente del Cristo, located twenty kilometers 
from Santiago and five kilometers from Porto Boniato, are a 
number of concrete reinforced tunnels which are utilized for 
the storage of food and armament. 

Some fifteen or twenty kilometers from the U. S. 
Guantanamo Naval Base there are some secret Russian installa- 
tions where no Cubans, not even members of the Communist Party, 
are permitted to enter. 

At a place called Mango de Baragua, Oriente, near 
the Miranda Sugar Mill is located a motorized division called 
Division Fifty, which source described as the cream of the 
Cuban Army. He said this division is equipped with tanks, 
all kinds of artillery, and small rockets. He said that in 
the course of Hurricane Flora in 1963 roads iuto this area 
were destroyed, and the Cuban Government made frantic efforts 
to rebuild the roads immediately following the hurricane 
inasmuch as the division was completely immobilized because 
of the road destruction. 

The source said no combat planes are stationed at 
the airport in Santiago. At Holguin, Orionte, is a large 
combat air base equipped with radar and antiaircraft missiles 
and guns. The end of the runway at this base terminates at 
the side of a rather sizable mountain into which tunnels 
have been extended which serve as runways . Within the mountain 
is a system of tunnels and elevators which permit the storage 
of planes at such a deep level as to be bombproof. The source 
pointed out that this was not true of tho entrance to the 
tunnels in the mountain and that several well-placed bombs 
at the entrance would effectively seal in all planes stored 
within the mountain. 

According to the source, the Texaco Company gasoline 
refinery on the outskirts of Santiago, the Santiago airport, 
and a cement factory located in the vicinity of Santiago aro 
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all protected by antiaircraft installations. The cement 
factory also has a radar installation. 

Anti-CASTRO Activities 

The source said that in an area located between the 
towns of Guisa and Bueycito, Oriente, in a zone surrounding a 
mountain called Pinal ito, a group of anti-CASTRO guerrilla 
fighters has been operating very effectively since March, 1984, 
He said no one knows who the members of the group are or vvfco 
is backing them. Among other things they have burned a 
number of country stores throughout the area. On June 12, 

1964, from about 5:00 to 7:00 p.m. this group engaged in 
combat with CASTRO forces and was successful in killing some 
thirteen of the latter. The thirteen were buried in the tov/n 
of Guisa on Saturday, June 13, 1964. 

In connection with the activities of this guerrilla 
group, sometime in May, 1964, the Cuban Government sent some 
fifteen bulldozers in the area to open up a road in order 
that tanks might be brought in for use against the guerrilla 
group. From a mechanic in Santiago the source learned that 
the drivers of these bulldozers immediately reported them as 
broken down and unserviceable. The mechanic found nothing 
wrong with the bulldozers, but did learn that the drivers 
were afraid to use them because of possible reprisals from 
the guorrillr. group. 

The source expressed the opinion that in Cuba are a 
large number of ex-military men who are ready and willing to 
take up arms against the CASTRO group, but said that some 
spark, such as an outside invasion, is needed to put these 
men into action. He estimated that probably 90% of the Cuban 
people are against CASTRO at the present time. 


Transport 




The source estimated that no more than one-fifth 
of the automobiles in service in Cuba at the time CASTRO 
came into power are now in an operable condition. lie said 
one of the biggest problems in connection with replacement 
parts for these automobiles is the problem of tires r 


There are quite a large number of trucks in Cuba 
which were supplied by the Soviet and satellite nations. 
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These trucks are of such bad quality that they break down easily 
and in many cases there are no replacement parts for them, 
Russian buses sent to Cuba have had one very noticeable 
defect in that the cooling system for the motors of these 
buses is too small for the hot climate of Cuba and the motors 
heat up easily. Czechoslovakian buses are of better quality, 
but the rear axle is set too far forward for use on the 
curving Cuban highways and country roads. This defect 
frequently causes the buses to go off the roads on curves. 

The rail system in Cuba is in very bad condition due 
to the fact that a large number of the locomotives are broken 
down and repair parts are not available , This has caused 
considerable difficulty in connection with the sugar cane 
harvest of 1964. 


Miscellaneous 


The source estimated that the 1964 sugar harvest 
would probably not be more than 3,500,000 tons of sugar, even 
lower than the 1963 harvest. He expects sugar production to 
continue to decrease due to the poor use of poor fertilizer 
and the cutting of the cane by persons unfamiliar with the 
proper process of cutting. 

In closing the source mentioned that a number of 
Spaniards who were taken to Russia as children during the 
Spanish Civil War have been brought to Cuba to serve as 
interpreters. He said many of these Spaniards have indicated 
a desire to remain in Cuba even though the CASTRO government 
is overthrown. This desire apparently grows out of the more 
favorable climate in Cuba and the more comfortable way of 
life. Some Czechoslovakian doctors and technicians who have 
been brought to Cuba have also indicated a desire to remain 
there .

(Excerpt) As part of the week of solidarity with Puerto Rico, a ceremony was held in 
the headquarters of the Cuban Institute of Friendship With Peoples, where a statement 
of solidarity with the Puerto Rican people's struggle for independence was signed. 

It was approved by all the organizations of foreigners living in Cuba, including 
Canadians and North Americans. 

The document of solidarity was read by Puerto Rican journalist Carlos Padilla after 
brief speeches by Gustavo Mazzora of the ICAP and Nestor Colon, who represented the 
Puerto Rican independence movement. Also in ..the presidium of the ceremony were 
Eulogio Rodriguez from the UJC foreign relations committee, Dr. Juan Juarbe, 
and Senora Laure Meneses de Albizu Campo. 

The document signed by all the Americans residing in Cuba declared that the North 
American Government is responsible for the fate of Puerto Rican leader Dr. Pedro 
Albizo Campos, and it demands his immediate and unconditional release and that of the 
other Puerto Rican patriots. 

The document also declares that the United States, in its attempts to thwart the 
emergence of Puerto Rico as a free country, is preparing a new wave of repression 
against the- national liberation movement. It alerts world opinon to the serious 
consequences which could arise from these plans of Yankee imperialism, the only one 
responsible for the situation of colonial subjection of the brother people of Puerto 
Rico. 


Representing the Puerto Ricans living in Cuba were the children of Dr. Pedro Albizu 
Campos, Rosa Albizu Meneses and Dr. Pedro Albizu Meneses; Reynaldo Trillas* Armando 
Pena, and Luisa May, and Puerto Rican leader Dominga de la Cruz, survivor of the 
Ponce massacre perpetrated by the Yankees in Puerto Rico. 


Dr. Alura Meneses de Albizu Campo received a letter signed by Dr. Antonio Barreras 
Martinez, president of the Cuban National Union of Judicial and Legal Officials, in 
which he reports that in extraordinary sessions held by that organization; it was 
agreed to support the struggle of the Puerto Rican people for their liberation. They / 
also agreed to celebrate the 73d birthday of the Puerto Rican leader Dr. Pedro Albizu 
Campos, who has been a prisoner for more than a quarter- century. 
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The law appeared in the Tuesday, 22 September > Issue of the OFFICIAL GAZETTE. In 
the same OFFICIAL GAZETTE appears a proclamation according to which the Socialist 
Republic of Czechoslovakia granted Cuba a credit of 20 million U.S. dollars which 
will draw interest of two percent annually. The credit will be used to cover 
the balance in favor of Czechoslovakia for the excess of delivery of Czechoslovak 
merchandise over the delivery of Cuban merchandise under their trade agreement, 
and other accounts payable by Cuba, which amount to 14.9 million dollars.

SAVINGS ACCOUNTS— The National Bank of Cuba reported that more than 1.6 million 
Cubans now have savings accounts, amounting to a total of 738 million dollars. 

The report added that the large number of savings accounts are due mainly to the 
active national savings campaign which was launched three years ago with the help 
of the Cuban mass organizations. The percentage of Cubans with savings accounts 
has gone up from five percent in 19 6 l to its present level of 23 percent.

With regard to a raid made by a Cuban exile group on 
a radar site on t he south coast of Cuba several weeks ago, 
source said there was a story prevalent in Havana to the effect 
that some 150 Kussians stationed at the site did nothing to 
assist in repelling the raid and that on the day following the 
raid 50 Cubans who had been stationed at the site were executed 
for their failure to repulse the raid. 

Source considered it interesting t hat one openly hears 
disgruntled consents in Havana concerning CASTM) and his govern- 
ment. Among persons making such comments were taxi drivers 
utilised by the source, barbers, and people on the street. 

Source was also told by these individuals that because of the 
Russian intervention in the affairs of Cuba the Cubans no longer 
consider it to be strictly a Cuban matter and feel that the 
United States should take a hand to remedy the current Cuban 
situation. Source had occasio n^ t o visit the resort area of 
Vatadero Beach where FIDBL CABTR0 maintains a house and observed 
some fourteen Cadillac automobiles at CASIHO’s house, all 
apparent ly in very good operating condition. Source was told 
that CASTHD maintains some eight different houses in Havana and 
never spends two eenseeutive nights in the same house. This 
procedure is apparently followed to reduce the possibilities of 
an assassination attempt.

On 
a visit to a ten-cent store source observed some very cheap- 
appearing drinking glasses and was told by the employee that 
a customer could buy only one of these glasses every six months. 
By comparison , source said it was observed that plenty of food 
is available on the black market for those who can afford to pay

The government 
apparently takes no action to suppress the black market . 


It is the opinion of many of the people with whom 
source spoke that the Russians will physically eliminate CASTRO 
when he is no loagvr 
cited to the source 

case in which a number of foreign ambassadors had intervened 
with CASTRO to save the life of a Cuban who was under sentence 
to be executed . CASTRO told these embassadors that he would 
order the execution of this individual suspended, but the next 
day the individual was shot. This was interpreted as a sign 
that CASTRO is no longer able to give the orders in Cuba. 



Source said that many cars were observed both on the 
streets of Havana and on the highways outside of the city in a 
broken down condition which cannot be remedied due to lack of 
replacement parts. The buses sold by Ragland to Cuba have been 
of tremendous assistance to the otherwise very badly damaged 
transportation system. Sou roe said these buses are used not 
only for transporting passengers on regular bus routes, but are 
also utilised for the transportation of troops and other purposes. 
Since the receipt of the buses there has been a large amount of 
sabotage to the upholstery of the same. 

In closing, source mentioned a rather humorous 
occurrence which happened during the visit to Cuba. A number 
of signs nre posted in different parts of Havana vhich state, 

"II que no trabajja no com*" (He who does not work does not eat). 
One morning it was observed thnt an addition had been made 
during the night to a number of those signs, "Hi que trabaja 
tampo6o-~Pope" (neither does he who does work - Joe) .

1. All teachers who taught prior to the inception 
of the Castro Government In Cuba are required to attend 
classes for a period of three years at the "Institute 
Macarenco", formerly the Catholic university of Vlllanyeva 
in Marianao, Cuba, where they are indoctrinated in Marxist- 
Leninist theory, and history of the Communist Party. 

2. All new teachers who graduate from the 

" Instituto Macarenco" are members of the Young Communist 
union. At the institute they study the lives of Marx, 

Lenin and Engles, in addition to Marxist-Leninist theory 
and history of the Communist Party. 

3. The above subjects are taught to Cuban children 
in grades 3-6 by means of lectures in order that political 
indoctrination be instituted before they are capable of 
reading, and in order that time not be lost in having to 
study text books on these subjects.

in Yonkers during the past year and that the thieves had been 
trained outside of the United States in lock-picking and other 
burglary techniques and then were planted among Cuban refugees 
arriving in this country from Cuba. 


The article further related that the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation and police from other Westchester communities 
and Nassau County had been notified of the findings and were 
striving to stop the ring's activities. According to the 
article, the Yonkers area had been plagued by numerous recent 
burglaries and the Yonkers Police had developed "solid 
information" that the blame for this increase in burglaries 
was due to "a considerable force of Cuban burglars". 

The article stated further that "one undercover 
source put the number of Castro agents slipping in under the 
refugee guise as high as ten per cent of the total number of 
Cubans in the area" .

Since date of reflet sources have again advised that the 
Cubans still have not been able to mount any political activities in 
Brazil and that there is no evidence that they have tried, Brazil 
does not maintain diplomatic relations with Cuba and the strictly 
anti-communist attitude of the CASTELO BRANCO government has kept 
communist activities at an almost nonexistent point.

position to furmsn general information concerning conditions 
in present-day Cuba, advised as follows: 


Economic conditions In Cuba at the present time are 
at their lowest ebb and continue tt> deteriorate. The source 
stated transportation, communications and housing are generally 
in a state of bad repair as a result of the mass exodus from 
Cuba over the years of competent technical personnel and the 
general lack of know-how on the part of those people remaining 
In Cuba. As an example, the source pointed out that the British 
buses shipped to Cuba about two years ago are gradually breaking 
down and that there Is a lack of knowledge on the part of Cuban 
transportation maintenance employees concerning the repair of 
these buses, even though repair parts were shipped along with 
the buses. 


Concerning the above, the source advised that the 
same general condition prevails with machinery and industrial 
equipment shipped to Cuba from other Communist countries, such 
as Soviet Russia, Red China and Czechoslovakia. 


Consumer goods are in extremely short supply and 
those goods arriving from Communist countries are quickly 
commandeered by officials of the Castro Government. In this 
connection, consumer goods shipped from Red China are for the/ 
most part soft goods such as novelties and trinkets, rather 
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than hard, useful consumer goods which the Cuban people desperately 
need. In addition, money is scarce in Cuba and such Chinese 
novelty items clutter up stores and do not sell. They appear to 
be in evidence for purely propaganda purposes. 



Concerning the present political climate in Cuba, 
the source advised that since the current war in Vietnam monopolizes 
the headlines throughout the world, Cuba has been displaced as a 
point of focal interest in world news. This has given rise to a 
noticeable degree of open voicing of unrest on the part of the 
average man in Cuba, who is discontent with the regime. The 
source opined that Fidel Castro has successfully been able to 
arouse the people of Cuba into supporting him by keeping in the 
forefront the idea of "Yankee imperialism". However, in the face 
of deteriorating conditions, coupled with the Vietnam situation 
monopolizing the news, it is proving increasingly difficult for 
the Castro regime to sell the idea of "Yankee imperialism" . 

In connection with the above, the source stated that since 
the Cuban economy Has been traditionally intrinsically linked to the 
North American economy, the Cuban people naturally looked toward the 
United States for those basic commodities of life which they no 
longer have. There is a strong tendency on the part of the Cuban 
people to reject goods shipped from Communist countries simply 
because they are unfamiliar wfth them. As an example of this, 
the source cited conversations jjith a high-ranking Communist Bloc Qq 
country officialj-poncerning farm tractors of Soviet make. The 
Communist official noted that such tractors served usefully for 
eight to ten years in his country and functioned only for a year 
in Cuba due to the inability of the Cuban people to run and 
maintain them properly. 

The source offered a general political observation 
concerning the present situation in Cuba, stating that if Fidel 
Castro were removed from power tomorrow, a vacuum would exist 
which the mass of the Cuban people would automatically want 
filled by United States influence rather than European or 
Asiatic influence. Not withstanding this, the present political 
administration in Cuba, such as it is, is closely linked to 
Russia, and the Soviet administrative political influence is strong. 
The source advised he had no way of accurately estimating the 
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precise number of Communist Bloc officials and technicians 
presently in Cuba, but believes the number has diminished 
in the last year. This he ^tributes to frustration on the 
part of the Soviets with the Castro administration and the 
general temperament of the Cuban people. 

The source could furnish no pertinent data concerning 
Soviet military installations in Cuba, but was of the general 
opinion that only antiaircraft missiles of Soviet origin exist 
in present-day Cuba.

The 
worst thing now is that people have hooked tapeworms 
gnawing at their intestines. The creatures are half- 
crazy. You have to see it to believe it] Medicine is 
also scarce. Already there is no chlorothiazide for 
hypertension. Medicines almost shine because there are so 
few of them. I say almost, because there are still some, 
especially in the hospital. Vegetables are going from bad 
to worse. In the final analysis. Communism has become 
scarcity, indigence, and hunger. The triumph of socialism 
in almost seven years, because socialism is hunger. 
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At present the leader and his footmen are shouting about 
the greatness of six million tons of rubbish. If you could 
hear the plans for the future, you would faint J The 
expectations of the ’acolytes of Marxism' are tremendous. 
The 'thurifers' have changed to fawning over the leader; 
they do not have enough words to praise him."

From Montreal, Marta flew to Paris 
on August 3, and she felt closer to Cuba all the time. As 
she put It, Paris was "nearer to Cuba than Miami which is 
officially only 90 Miles away." 

Marta arrived in Havana on August 11. She had 
told no one that she was returning. Arrangement* had 
been made for her son to leave Cuba, and she could only 
hope that he had not loft while she was returning. 


Marta*s feelings were mined when she arrived in 
Havana. For one thing, she had thought that by "toning 
down" the propaganda in the United States, she had arrived 
at at least an approaination of the truth. But now she 
realised that this was not so, that it was all a lie. She 
enjoyed a feeling of relief and serenity, the serenity of 
having awoke from a nightmare. On the other hand, She felt 
as if she had secretly and illegally entered Cuba. Bhe^ 
also knew that there would be aaay who would^ disagree with 
her mm those uninformed persons who were against the Bevolution. 
But Marta was greeted with the utmost congeniality and was 
encouraged to speak out on anything she wished.

Me has left Cuba 
behind* and he has assumed an existence which is less 
than life. Be is no longer a human being* but a vegetable 
Be is "on parole" indefinitely* never certain when the 
authorities* for one reason or another* will send hln to 
jail or deport kin. 

The description of specific conditions lends 
support to Marta's proposals. The refugee check* for 
example* is a constant reminder of the Cuban's status. 

On every item which it gets for hln is imprinted "Olft 
of the American people." Because the Baited States 
gives hln $$?* worth of food a month (and it is surplus 
food at that)* the Cuban refugee Is emoted to be 
impressed with the American generosity?? to pledge his 
undivided loyalty to the American government. However* 
the only generosity is anoag those who have — > the rich 
get richer and the poor get poorer. While the poor 
go bssg#yy, the rich enjoy dinner at Coral Cables or 
West Palm Beach. 

Americans boast of liberty of expression, but 
this is no more than a platitude. The TSI is always there 
watching and directing every action.

One of Marta's most striking accounts is of the 
Cuban children in the United States. Bar example one 
woman has t wo sens* three and six years old* The older 
one speaks a hesitant feaaish* the younger speaks only 
Snglish* and the mother make only Spanish. The six-year 
old has to interpret between his mother and his younger 


brother, Tory similar le *the situation in which parents 
•end their children nlone to the United States mo that 
they will be "out of Castro* a reach." They plan to rejoin 
their ehildren eventually and to resuae things just as 
they were, but these parents do not realise the extent and 
affect of the American propaganda, which twists the children's 
recollections of Cuba and their ideas of what Cuba represents.

Any adult is cried to as "mama" or ^papa" — they forget 
the faces of those they love.

The plight of Cuban doctors is an example of the 
conditions which all Cuban professionals encounter. The 
American Medical Association tAMA) jealously guards its 
members, and the examinations for all outsiders are 
unreasonably more difficult.
